A Statement by SSC President, Bernard Hyink 


Sacramento State College is dedicated 
to equal opportunity in all its 
employment programs and has accepted a 
moral and legal commitment with respect 
to equal opportunity employment 
Responsibility for coordination and 
implementation of this policy for 
professional personnel was assigned to the 
Vice President for Academic Affairs and 
for support personnel to the senior 
administrator for non-academic 
personnel. The Ethnic Studies Center at 
SSC has been specifically charged with 
the identification of ethnic minority 
candidates for academic positions and the 
coordination of efforts to bring them to 
the campus. Effective this year, the 
College has instituted a Commission of 
Racial Discrimination to receive and 
consider complaints relative to minority 
discrimination 

In compliance with directives, and 
through the determined efforts of 
academic and personnel administrators. 
positive attempts were made to correct 
apparent inequities. The College attained 
some significant improvement at some 
levels of employment and in some areas 
However—progress in the recruitment. 
placement, retention, and promction of 
the various minorities and women has not 
been sufficiently positive and aggressive 
in all areas. Federal legislation Title VII 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 and 
Executive Orders 11246 and 11375, has 
recently been amended by the US 
Department of Labor to cover public 
contracts. This action extends compliance 
requirements to public institutions and 
hence requires that SSC _ establish 
Affirmative Action Programs for minority

The Sacramento Peace Center 
has found a new home. Its old 
location, an outdated fire station 
on Folsom Boulevard, which is 
shared with the Council of 
Churches, is being sold.

The President has reaffirmed and 
exteaded the College’s policies of 
non-discrimination and commits SSC to a 
strong program of Affirmative Action 
dedicated to further the College’s 
programs to meet our professional, moral 
and legal responsibilities. The College will 
not condone or tolerate discrimination 
involving any ethnic minority or women 
in any of its activities or programs. The 
College will take all necessary steps to 
prevent discriminatory practices on this 
campus 


Goals: Phase I (1971-73) 

The SSC goal is to achieve within each 
academic department and support unit, 
and the College as a whole, a diverse, 
multi-racial, sex-equitable, balanced staff 
of faculty, support personnel and 
administrators, dedicated to and qualified 
for providing excellence in education for 
our students and for carrying out our 
obligations as a public institution of 
higher education. 

Every effort will be made to recruit 
and promote in such a way that women 
and individuals from minority groups will 
have special opportunity to be appointed 


to available faculty, staff and 
administrative vacancies. Responsible 
administrators must demonstrate that 


they have complied with the Affirmative 
Action Program in good faith before any 
employee may be appointed or hired. 
Unless it can be clearly demonstrated that 
the goal is impossible to attain because 
qualified of qualifiable employees are not 
available, it is understood that each 
school. department and employing unit at

Rent at the Center is $50 a 
month, most of which is paid by 
monthly contributions from 
members and by profits from 
the Peace Fair.

Democratic Presidential 


hopeful Senator George 
McGovern challenged Saturday 
that the Nixon administration 


has been marked by a “‘long 
record of broken commitments 
to the American people” in an 
address to a  Sacramerto 
audience 

Speaking to approximately 
600 supporters gathered at SCC, 


McGovern noted that Nixon 
began his administration on a 
“lofty note, ‘Bring us together’.” 
McGovern added that almost 
before that hope was raised, a 
pattern began to unfold in the 
opposite direction 

Indicating that Nixon’s first 
failure to honor campaign 
promises came with the 
formulation of the ‘Southern 
Strategy,’ the Senator from 
South Dakota told the 
predominately young and white 
audience, that this strategy was 
an obvious attempt to appease 
racism 


McGovern, who fran an 
unsuccessful bid for the 
Democratic nomination for 
President in 1968, recalled 


Nixon's pledge that he had a 
“secret plan’ to end the war in 


Vietnam. Observing that 19,000 
men have been killed in the 
three years Nixon has been 
implementing this “plan’’, 
McGovern listed the war as just 
another instance of Nixon’s 
broken commitments to the 


American people 

Refuting his critics that claim 
the war is no longer an issue, 
McGovern asserted, “as long as 
young Americans continue to 
die, the war is still an issue with 
me.’’McGovern pledged to use 
all the power of the Presidency 
to “immediately end the war” if 
elected 

Recounting further instances 
where Nixon’s actions have 
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the Senator

media. McGovern claimed it was

McGovern observed 
that when Nixon’s “economic 
game plan” was unveiled, it was 
discovered that he 
“deliberately” planned an 
increase in unemployment to 
curb inflation McGovern 
declared that this plan did not 
curb inflation, but only added 


three million persons to the 
unemployment roles. 
McGovern pointed to other 


broken commitments made by 
Nixon, especially a pledge to end 
the draft and decrease the rise in 
crime. McGovern asserted that 
not only have we had an increase 
in crime but an extension of the 
draft specifically engineered by 
the Nixon administration 
McGovern stated, “The 
American people are looking for 
new leadership that will match 
commitment to promise.” 
Following his address, 
McGovern engaged in 4 question 


and answer session with the 
audience. Responding to a 
question from a _ Pakistani 


exchange student concerning his 
position on the conflict between 
Indian and Pakistan, McGovern 
was confronted with boos from 
approximately 30 ~=—- Pakistani 
students gathered to protest 
McGovern’s position on the 
conflict. McGovern stated that 
he feels what the Pakistani 
government has done in East 
Pakistan is “barbarism.” The 
Senator added that India has 
been “perfectly justified” in its

Asiswering a query concerning 
his stance on military aid to 
Israel, McGovern emphasized tha 
the “keystone to American 
policy must be negotiation.” He 
added that he supports “limited 
arms sales to Israel” because 
unlike South Vietnam, Israel is 
not asking for American men, 
but only for firepower to 
“defend themselves.” 

Questioned about his vote 
against the confirmation of 
Rehnquist to the Supreme 
Court, McGovern alleged that he 
did so because of Rehnquist’s 
“distorted views” on C1vil rights 
and human freedom. McGovern 
described Nixon’s nominees to 
the Court as “mediocre to 
terrible.” 

McGovern’s address Saturday 
marked his third appearance in 
Sacramento since declaring his

AUTHOR’S INTRODUCTION. What 
follows was written before I read the 
admirably impassioned article published 
in these pages, written by my friend, 
Mansour Farhang. 

Mansour defends the intimidation of 
Dr. Shockley. I deplore it. And although I 
did not write my views with Mansour’s 
article in mind, I consider my own effort, 
in effect, a reply to Mansour. I believe my 
words an appropriate reply to Mansour’s 
piece because, to me, his essay is a case 
study in the kind of crusading intellectual 
intolerance that is the subject of my own 
essay. 

It grieves me mightily that I should 
find myself so much at odds with 
Mansour, who is a reasonable, kind, and 
gentle man. Still, I believe he is wrong~I 
believe it with a passion that equals his 
own~wrong tn his premises (How can he 
call Shockley a “racist con man?” 
without bothering to support such a 
statement?); and he is wrong in his logic 
(He disclaims any intent to legitimize 
what happened and proceeds to use a 
whole typewriter ribbon doing exactly 
that.) Worst of all, in my view, his 
conclusions are wrong. When stripped of 
chic, emotive words like “racist’’, “the 
oppressed’’, **dislectic™’, and 
“thingafication”, what Manosur tells us is 
that a frenzied black minority 
organization has unqualified censorship 
rights to decide which scholars are to be 
allowed to express their views at a 
college 

This is a conclusion at war with the 
very idea of a college which is a place 


where, | would hope, even in such 
desperately troubled times as_ these, 
peowle could join together in a spirit of 
mutual respect, tolerance, and 
self-restraint to exchange and examine 
ideas, even if the parties find one 
another's ideas abominable and 
dangerous 


This is the idea of a college to which I 
am devoutly committed. If peaceful 
debate can endure on the campus, while 
the world around us is ridden with 
turmoil and conflict, then I believe there 
is a great deal of “dignity” and 
“liberation” in that alone, for people of 
all colors 

If trusting tolerance can survive on the 
campus, then I can retain a glimmer of 
faith that this tortured civilization may 
survive and that justice may advance 
enough that we might gain a somewhat 
better sense of community.

Shabby pantheons 


It has happened here now. Sacramento 
state College can be added to the list of 
shabby pantheons where great scholars 
achieve the falling martyrdom of being 
bullied out of the !ecture hall because a 
small group dislikes what they have to say 
and denies to those gathered to hear them 
the right to do so. 

As most readers of you, Dr. Shockley, 
a Nobel-prize-winning Stanford scholar, 
has concluded irom recent research some 
unsettling things about biological 
differences among races. 


He even has the temerity 
the courage- to state his conclusion that 
black people suffer from a _ genetic 
deficiency which leaves an intelligence 
gap between them and caucasians 

Dr. Shockley has thus roused a storm 
of academic debate and _ critical 
counter-attack among liberal scholars. He 
is accused of being out of his depth and 
of jumping-to-conciusions deplorably. At 
any rate, the controversy is far from 
resolved, and it may well be decided that 
his methods are flimsy and _ his 
conclusions completely incorrect. 

But this is not all the issue I wish to 
raise here 


I would say 


Supreme issue 


The supreme issue, as I see it, is 
whether Dr. Shockley is entitled to a full 
and fair hearing, even when he presumes 
to attack the most sacred and unassailable 
convictions of liberal egalitarians. Put 
another way, | ask if it is not the duty of 
the university to hear his theories in a 
spirit of respect, self-restraint, and 
intellectual tolerance. 

I think the answer is “yea’’. And I 
must add with deep regret that I believe 
in the present era many in the university 
have lost sight of this responsibjlity for 
maintaining the academy as an open 
forum for clashing ideas 

Instead, it appears to me_ that 
American campuses have become 
transformed in large part, into centers for 
conventional indoctrination instead of 
untrammeled inquiry 

All too many college instructors today 
see it as their mission to pass on to the 
young a catalogue of tenets, believed to 
be urgently needed knowledge about 
American society, and have little 
tolerance for opposing points of view 


Consequent masochism 


The reasons why this nappens seem to 
me quite understandable and, in a way, 
forgivable. Many college teachers today 
look upon the conventional wisdom of 
the ‘50’s about domestic and foreign 
policy as short-sighted and disastrous. 
And since many of these scholars once 
adhered to the dogmas of the 50's 
themselves, they naturally feel a tinge of 
guilt-and sometimes even a consequent 
masochism~—at having believed in them. 
Hence their zeal to strip away the dusty 
ideology of the earlier generation and to 


announce the truths of the new 
enlightenment. 
What is the new enlightenment? 


Admitting that generalizations in such 
matters are always dangerous, I still see a 
rough consensus on the campus for a new 
conventional wisdom complete with a set 
of firm propositions—e.g., the United 
States is a “racist society’, Lyndon 
Johnson's Presidency was the essence of 
vulgar imperialism, the Vietnam War is 
unquestionably immoral; the American 
middle class is composed mostly of of 
bigoted slobs; the Cold War is over; 
pornography is ot dangerous because it 
does not cause anti-social behavior, but 
depiction of violence on the screen IS 
dangerous because it DOES cause 
anti-social behavior.

Parade of dogmas 


I could go on. What I want to submit is 
that not a one of this parade of dogmas is 
beyond question true, and indeed some 
of them are just wrong. Nonetheless, 
such beliefs are the fashion, and academic 
liberals, just like other humans, become 
very anxious and agitated when their 
cherished beliefs are attached with hard 
arguments. 

Naturally, there are few whose fixed 
beliefs on racial equality are threatened 
by new research who are inclined to 
protect the academic free speech of a 
repellent heretic like Dr. Shockley. 

As for the students, they are scarcely 
inclined to demand Dr. Shockley’s right 
to speak his views. They sit uneasily in 
the class room, well aware of the 
disgraceful mess of a world the preceding 
generation has left them. They are all too 
ready to swallow the “new widsom”’ 
without chewing it. They see the idea of 
an “open university” as dated, if not 
immoral 

I dissent. I believe the idea of the open 
university is neither dated nor immceral. 
Given the assumption that one purpose of 
an education is to allow the student tc 
come to his own conclusions about 
desirable social policy, he must be left 
free for his self-development through 
examination of all points of view. His 
best chance of reaching the truth is to put 
the widest range of warring ideas to the 
critical test of his own mind and feelings 


Open questions 


The price of such educational 
opportunity is to leave all questions open 
for close scrutiny, for examination and 
reexamination 

Leave all questions open? That may be 
heresy, but that is what ! mean. I refer to 
questions of social policy on = race, 
poyerty, ecology and-I beg your 
forbearance even the “no no” questions 
about the wisdom and consequences of 
the Vietnam War 

Why should matters which seem to 
most of us to be completely resolved be 
left open? 


The simple answer is that if they are 
not left open on the campus for relentless 
examination and debate, then truth itself 
will be the loser in the long run. 

To support this, may I offer a couple 
of exampies of the evils of foreclosing 
debate, and let me assure even that all 
the widely accepted canons of political 
truth I recited above are completely true. 
Why then, make possibie the intrusion of 
ugly, unjust, false theories? 

First, if there is no really open market 
place for controversy on the campus, 
then popularly held beliefs run the risk of 
losing their vitality and becoming 
shallow, feeble dogma, even though they 
may be very good ground to support such 
beliefs. 


John Stuart Mill 


1 am = admittedly borrowing this 
argument from John Stuart Mill’s classic 
statement “ON LIBERTY”. 

Written a century ago, his words seem 
fresh to me and applicable today. Even

though a received opinion may have 
sound and deep support when examined, 
he said, tne fact is that in the absence of 
vigorous discussion and debate, “not only 
the grounds of the opinion are 
forgotten. . .but too often the meaning of 
the opinion itself. The words which 
convey it cease to suggest ideas. Instead 
of a vivid conception of living belief, 
there remain only a few phrases retained 
by rote; or. . .the shell and husk only of 
the meaning is retained, the finer’ essence 
is lost.”’ 

If this seems a bit stuffy to some 
contemporary readers , let me make it 
concrete. Mill lamented that an idea 
insulated from attack and thus weakened 
is apt to “give way before the slightest 
semblance of argument.” These last 
words are a chilling reminder of an 
experience with one of my own students, 
who admitted to me in private his 
concern over the shallow nature of his 
own college learning. Coming home from 
class armed with the proper beliefs about 
racism and the War, he found that his 
middle aged, conservative father could 
destroy all his contentions with effortless 
counter-argument 


Albert Speer 


As this story was told to me, there 
came to mind the parallel experience of 
Hitler’s aid, Albert Speer, an intelligent 
and decent man, who fell prey to the 
Nazi line because he was not 
intellectually equipped to examine it. “As 
an intellectual,” Speer says in_ his 
memoirs, “I might have been expected to 
collect documentation .. and to 
examine various points of view.w.. .”” He 
concludes that his failure to do this “was 


rooted in my _ inadequate political 
schooling. As a result, I remained 
uncritical, unable to deal with the 


arguments of my students and friends, 
who were predominantly indoctrinated 
with the National Socialist ideology.” 

There is a second and, to my mind, 
even more compelling reason why, 
according to Mill! completely free 
discussion must be preserved. In_ its 
absence, error creeps in, and the truth 
may be perverted and corrupted. It is 
when people “attend to only one side of 
an argument that errors harden into 
prejudices, and truth itself ceases to have 
the effect of truth by being exaggerated 
into falsehood,” wrote Mill. 


Pompous nonsense 


Let me be more concrete again on this 
point. In March, Stokely Carmichael 
returned to San Francisco from his 
African retreat and scorned American 
Blacks ‘“‘who don’t want to leave 
America.”’ He added that, ““America must 
be destroyed—everybody knows that.” I 
heard no Sacramento State academicians 
retort that this is pompous nonsense. 

Nor did I hear cries of indignation 
from college professors (and | include 
myself when Edlridge Cleaver early this 
year called for a nightmare of guerilla war 
in this country. What we want is “‘cool, 
calculating killing machines,’ he said, 
alluding to the authority, Che Guevara. 

Even when one sees through such 
declamations, it takes plenty of backbone 
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ms to exist 


to protest them lest one be labelled a 
“racist’’ and run the risk of becoming a 
campus parish. 

In fact, one of the group that shouted 
Dr. Shockley off the stage capitalized on 
such fear by declaring “to support 
freedom of speech for a racist is to attack 
40 million Black people!” Subject closed. 

Surely this is an effective strategy, 
since “racist’’ is one of those words which 
has become immune from searching 
examination and precise definition. It is 
now little more than a convenient epithet 
to shut up someone with whom you 
disagree.

Affirmative Action Committee 

The composition of the Affirmative 
Action Committee is that proposed by 
the Executive Committee of the Faculty 
Senate of SSC, as follows: one Women’s 
Caucus representative, one Ethnic 
Minority representative; three Faculty 
members selected by the Executive 
Committee of the Faculty Senate; two 
Staff selected by the Staff Council; one 
representative from Student Personnel 
and one representative from the Library 
selected by those units; one Graduate 
Assistant of part-time faculty; College 
Personne! Officer, ex-officio member; 
President of the College or his designee, 
ex-offiao member; one Undergraduate 
student. 

All employees with the exception of 
student assistants will come under the 
purview of this Committee. The 
Committee shall elect its chairman 
annually from the membership. The 
primary functions’ of the Committee are: 
To review College policies and programs 
concerning faculty, staff and 
administrative appointments, promotions, 


transfers, and training, in terms of 
Affirmative Action Program 
requirements; To review school, 


department, and unit Affirmative Action 
Programs, indicating genera! acceptability 
or suggesting modifications; To review 
generally the College’s Affirmative Action 
Program to improve and strengthen it and 
make recommendations to the President 
accordingly; and to receive periodic 
reports from the Vice President for 
Academic Affairs, the College Personnel 
Officer, the Vice-President for 
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proteins to peptones, 
polypeptides, and amino 
acids. Harry will also discuss 
the use of electron 
microscopy, liquid 
scintilation and other 
procedures used in his 
taboratory. The presentation

The College Personnel Officer will be 
responsible to the President for the 
implementation of the Affirmative 
Action Program for all staff personnel. 

The Vice President for Administration, 
the Dean of Students, and the Directors 
of Auxiliary Organizations have primary 
responsibility for the implementation of 
the program in their areas and report 
periodically to the Affirmative Action 
Committee on compliance. 

Recruitment, appointment, transfer, 
and promotion of all academic, 
non-academic, auxiliary enterprise, and 
administrative employees shall comply 
with the objectives of the Affirmative 
Action Program. 

All personnel shall be hired on the 
basis of Executive Orders 11246 and 
11375, in full compliance with Title VII 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, and in 


conformance with College personnel 
policies and procedures. 
Employment commitments for 


personnel will be made only after all 
requirements of the Affirmative Action 
Program have been observed and only by 
the following: 

The Chief Fiscal Officer shall be 
responsible for incorporating the 
“Affirmative Action Employer” clause in 
all purchase orders, ieases, and contracts; 
notifying in writing all sub-contractors, 
vendors and suppliers of this College 
policy; and, insuring that contractors, 
sub-contractors, and vendors comply with 
all Affirmative Action legally required of 
them to do business with the College.
